quit business,” said Judge Sullivan, a 
Philadelphia book paper manufacturer.

Hillhouse’s Modest Part in Growth of American Let- 
ters Is Told by John Hunter Sedgwick. 


When a place or a person lays claim 
to something that is general and not 
particular and is moreover separated by 
years and territory from what may 
claim it, it is easily claimed by others, 
because being a niemory and not a tan- 
gible presence it cannot handled in 
the market place and subjected to the 
scrutiny of literal comparison. 

This applies to a great many things 
that range from prose style to reputa- 
tion and ability to do certain things in 
a certain way. When a city’s loyal 
people call it the American Athens or 
the Peruvian Athens or any other Ath- 
ens that one may like they are fairly safe 
in doing so. The original Athens, the 
prototype of the other Athenses, 
more and has assigned its glory 
one in particular, so that the result 
is that all may claim Athenian glories. 

If we do not mistake the common im- 
pression is that Boston was and is the 
only real Athens, at least on the North 
American continent; at all events Boston 
would have seemed to make that claim 
or to assert the title, and the rest of 
the country has acquiesced in this in a 
very pleasant way.

KING GEORGE TO 
DONATE A DELHI 
DURBAR TROPHY 


Will be Competed For at Cor- 
onation at Delhi Next De-| 


Wanted There. 


(Special to the Morfitor.) 

LONDON—The King has given further 
proof of his interest in the game of polo 
by intimating his intention to present a 
cup for competition at the coronation 
burbar at Delhi next December. Ar- 
rangements for the tournament are now 
being made and it is hoped that the 
King and Queen’ will, be present at the 
final tie in order to hand the cup to the 
winners. 

The first championship held in India 
took place at Lucknow in February, 1898, 
and attracted an entry of half a dozen 
teams. This championship tournament 
does not, as a rule, attract a very large 
entry. In 1903, however, the year of 
the Delhi coronation durbar, a big tourn- 


by the viceroy, Lord Curzon, Thirteen 
teams competed including all the crack 
native combinations, also a team of 
Royal horse guards from England. The 
Ulwar team of natives met the Jodhpore 
team in the’ final, the former winning 
easily.

AND OXFORD IN JULY

that Oxford and Cambridge have decided 
to accept the proposal from Yale and 
Harvard for a joint athletic meet. It 
will probably be held in Londoz on 
July 7.

Harvard and Yale in a dual meet in 
London this year, a provisional date 
being July 7. While both Graduate 
Manager W. F. Garcelon and Manager 
RK. C. Floyd stated that no formal chal- 
lenge had ever been sent eight by Har- 
vard, informal correspondence has ‘been 
carried between the universities with a 
view to bringing about such a meeting

Novelty in Clubdom 


Clubdom does not readily acknowledge 
originality in a newcomer. -Of the mak- 
ing of clubs there seems to be no end, 
and where each strives to be different 
than its fellow, novelty not easily 
attained. But the fact must be admitted 
that as a recent departure, the rotary 
clubs of the United States approach a 
standard which few social, commercial or 
political organizations can claim. 

‘The conception of the rotary club, its 
scope of operation, the qualifications 
necessary before a candidate becomes a 
full-fledged rotarian, all these things 
make for an institution which is in a 
class apart. As a solid: spoke in the 
National Association of. Rotary Clubs of 
America, the Boston Rotary Club helps 
to give the “rotary” movement stability, 
with every member putting his shoulder 
to the wheel. 

Like many other interesting things, the 
rotary idea comes out of Chicago. As 
club history goes, the annals of the Chi- 
eago Rotary Club are decidedly different 
from that of any other club in this coun- 
try. Without some knowledge of how 
this organization came into existence, it 
is difficult to understand the motives that 
now inspire all Rotarians to prove them- 
selves worthy followers of the originat- 
ors. The beginning of this institution is 
scarcely less interesting than are the 
various meetings which now show the de- 
gree of prosperity which the Rotarian 
principle, put into practice is bringing to 

Before discussing the origin of the 

club it is essential to define its purpose. 
This purpose is contained in one word— 
cooperation. It is exactly here, however, 
that novelty enters upon the scene. All 
clubs are cooperative. The political club 
decrees that the members work in a cer- 
tain direction. The business clubs aim 
at cooperation along specific lines. The 
social clubs, perhaps, have nothing more 
ambitious in view than the best and 
easiest way in which to forget daily 
cares and do nothing in particular. But 
the Rotary Club is not afraid of talking 
shop, and such shop talk as it would be 
diffeult to meet up with in any other 
organization. For let it be known to all 
men present that if a certain Rotary 
club—say in Boston, Seattle, Chicago, 
San Francisco or elsewhere—has a mem- 
bership of perhaps several hundred, there 
will not be found in that club two men 
engaged in the same business. It is one 
of the important rules of the Rotary 
Club that one of a kind only is eligible 
to membership. Now the cooperate 
,scheme becomes visualized, and it is 
hardly difficult to understand why in 
every city where a Rotary club has 
struck root there is a long waiting mem- 
bership list. 


For Mutual Benefit 


Rotarians say quite frankly that they 
are organized for mutual benefit,- that 
the Rotarian doctrine means giving the 
members the benefit of each other’s ac- 
quaintance where business is concerned. 
Rotarians have an abiding faith in man 
as filled with good desires. They are

FRANCE WARNED 
FROM BERLIN IN 
REGARD TO FEZ 


BERLIN—Germany has warned France 
of the dangerous consequences likely to 
follow the occupation of Fez by French 
troops. Further than this that govern- 
ment has taken no steps, though it has 
been watching developments in Morocco 
very closely. 

In view of the hint from Berlin it is 
believed that the French flying column 
from the southwest will be halted out- 
side of Fez. 


LONDON—Food and ammunition are 
reported to be growing very scarce in Fez 
as the result of the defeat of a force oj 
the Sultan's soldiers, who tried to drive 
back the rebels. “It is hoped that Gen-

“EUROPE SINCE 1815.” By Charles Downer 
Hazen. New York: Henry Holt & Co. 

HE fourth number of the American 

Historical Series, issued by Holt & 
Co., honors its company in the success- 
ful accomplishment of an intricate task. 
The nearer history approaches the pres- 
ent, the more bewildering it is to appre- 
hend in its full seope and in all its rela- 
tions, and therefore the more difficult to 
write—the short view seldom being com- 
patible with the comprehensive view. And 
though this obvious fact is illustrated in 
part by the chapters dealing here with 
the story of the last two decades, it is 
far Jess noticeable than is usually the 
case in such works. In arrangement, 
too, the historian has taken a skilful 
course between the method of consider- 
ing the history of each country of Europe 
separately on the one hand; or, on the 
other, of constantly shifting the narra- 
tive from one country to another—a 
method which often results in a 
kaleidoscopic effect fatal to clear im- 
pressions, 

He has generally allowed the natural 
grouping of events to map out his path, 
allowing it to follow the center of in- 
terest as it moved from one point to an- 
other. By this method the reader of 
even average historical acumen is enabled 
to keep the march of events continuously 
before his mental vision. And how im- 
pressive has been their march in this 
most crowded centuries is forcibly 
brought home by this admirable survey. 
The trend toward constitutional ‘zovern- 
ment and away from absolutism is shown 
have proceeded with gathering im- 
petus. The distance between political 
conditions in Europe in 1814-15, when the 
Vienna Congress was engaged in recon- 
structing it after the Napoleonic terror, 
and revolution was having its reaction 
in the insidious domination of Metter- 
nich, to the conditions of 1909 in both 
Europe and the east, with Persia, Tur- 
key and even China reaching out hands 
of faith toward parliamentary and con- 
stitutional rule, is seen to be one that

N THE procession of small books of 

verse that issues from the press in 
these days of many singers, there is now 
and then one that stands out from the 
rank and file by virtue of its genuineness, 
and that indefinable something that for 
want of a better term we call distinction 
of style.

CHICAGO—Julius Kruttschnitt, vice- 
president and director of maintenahce 
and operation of the Harriman railroad 
system, replying to statements of Louis 
D. Brandeis, the Boston attorney, that the 
railroads are wasting a miillion dollars 
a day by failure to adopt certain sys- 
tems of scientific managament, offers 
statistics to show that by increasing 
their efficiency in the last 15 years the 
railroads have saved the public an aver- 
age of $1,300,000 a day in transportatjon | - 


}charges by not raising freight and pas- 


senger rates in proportion to the increase 
in comniodity prices and wages paid for 
labor. / 

The figyres are given in the current 
issue of the Railway Age Gazette. For 
the year 1909 Mr. Kruttschnitt esti- 
mates this saving to have been at the 
rate of $2,700,000 every 24 hours, and 
he gives the total since 1894 as $7,144,- 
343,000. 

Taking the rates per passenger mile 
and per ton mile actually received by 
the railways and estimates of what 
these rates would have been had they 
followed the trend of labor and com- 
modity prives as reported by the United 
States bureau of labor and the inter- 
state commerce corhmission Mr. Krutt- 
schnitt gets his results by multiplying 
the-saving in rates for each year by the 
actual passenger and ton mileage and 
adding the products.

Exceptions to the general rule of 
greatly increased exports during March 
inelude boards, deals and planks, in which 
the increase was but about $100,000 over 
the $3,500,000 worth exported im March/ 
1910; and leather and manufactures 
thereof, which decreased from $5,130,308 | 
in March, 1910, to $4,955,027 in March 
of the present year. 

Many less important articles also show 
increased cxports in March when com- 
pared with the corresponding month a 
year earlier. Among these are aluminum 
manufactures, painting and statuary. 
brass manufactures, brooms and brushes 
celluloid, cement, clocks and watches 
dental goods, earthen, stone, and china- 
ware, furs, glass and glassware, manu- 
factures of india rubber, jewelry, lamps 
and chandeliers, paper and manufactures 
thereof, perfumeries, silk manufactures, 
and starch. In most of these, increases 
also occurred in the nine months ending 
with March when compared with the ex- 


ports during the corresponding period of 
1910. 

A study of the distribution of the ex- 
ports of manufactures shows that in 
some instances the growth was confined 
to a few countries only, while in other 
}cases it extended to practically every 
section of the commercial world. 

Of the exports of agricultural imple- 
ments, for example, aggregating $5,000,- 
000 in March, nearly $1,500,000 went to 
Russia -in Europe $750,000 to Canada, 
over $500,000 to France and about $333.- 
000 to Argentina, while Oceania and 
Africa are also markets for a consider- 
able share. The exports of automobiles, 
valued at $1,333,000 during March, went 
chiefly to Canada, $750,000, and the 
United Kingdom, $333,000, no other sin- 
gle country showing as much as $100,000 
worth during the month. 

Copper pigs, ingots and bars, exported 
from the United States are marketed 
almost exclusively in Europe, the $7,000, - 
000 worth exported in March having gone 
to Netherlands and Germany, each about 
$2,000,000 worth; the United Kingdom, 
$1,000,000 ; France, $750,000; Italy, nearly 
$500,000; and other Europe, $666,000, but 
$109,000 worth going to all other coun- 
tries, chiefly Canada. 

Cotton cloths, on the other hand, make 
but little headway in European markets, 
but go chiefly to China, the Philippines 
and other oriental countries, South 
America and the West Indies and Ber- 


muda. 

Iron and steel manufactures are widely 
distributed, certain grades being sent to 
the United Kingdom, Germany, France, 
and other industrial communities, and 
numerous other manufactures to prac- 
tically every section of the world. 

The United Kingdom buys over half 
the sole and upper leather exported from 
the United States, while the exported 
boots and shoes go mostly to Cuba, 
Canada, Mexico, and but 25 per cent of 
the total to the United Kingdom and 
‘other European countries. 

American illuminating oil is consumed 
in every part of the world, Great Britain, 
Germany, the Chinese empire and India 
_being especially large markets, though 
| large amounts go also to practically all 
the important countries and sections.

SEEDLING TREES SENT OUT 
BY THOUSANDS IN ONTARIO 


TORONTO, Ont. — From the Ontario 
Agricultural College seedling trees are 
being sent out by the’ thousand to, farm- 
ers all over the province. ‘The Ontario 
government has purchased About, 1300 


acres. of waste lands in the otherwise 
fertile county of Norfolk on the shore 
of Lake Erie and E. J. Zavitz, professor 
of forestry at the Agricultural College, 
is now ‘engaged in planting thereon 
white, red, Scotch and jack pine, black 
locust and other varieties of trees suited 
to the district. Tests are also being 
made with oak, walnut, butternut and 
chestnut. This work of planting on 
waste lands is not primarily for the 
pur of ,extending the commercial 
forests (although some lumber and pulp 
companies are doing this), but te oc- 
eupy the soils not. fit for agriculture 
and thus prevent the blowing of sand 
from these Jande « on to” adjacent farm 


lands. -
